Enormous quantities of the wreckage 
of large and small ships and houses 
strew the surface of the sea 
Hug** 
trees and too often bodies, with flocks 
of sea-gulls snaring above and hideous 
t barks fighting about them, are float­ 
ing h e e and there. 
From behind the 
ob a a ic veil come blasts of bot wind 
mingled ’Aith others Ice cold. 
The 
whole north end of the island is cov­ 
ered with a silver gray coating of 
ashes resembling dirty snow. 
The city of 
St. Pierre str**trhed 
nearly two miles along the water front 
and half a mile back to a cliff at the 
base of the volcano. 
The houses of 
the richer French families were built 
of stone 
The still smoking volcano 
towers above the ash covered hills. 
The ruins are burning in many places 
and frightful odors of burned flesh 
fill the air. 
Not one house Is left in­ 
tact. 
Viscid heaps of mud. ashes and 
volcanic stones are seen on every side. 
The streets 
can hardly be traced. 
Here and there amid the ruins arc 
heaps of corpses 
Almost all the faces 
are downward. 
In one com er 22 bodies of men, 
women and children were mingled In 
one awful class, arms and legs pro­ 
truding as th - hapless beings fell in 
the last struggles of death s agony 
Through the middle of the old Place 
Bertin ran a tiny stream, the remains 
of the River*Gayave„

T he secret of eternal youth, so eager­ 
ly sought by th e magicians of all cen­ 
turies and sought in vain, has alm ost 
rovoahd itself to the present genera­ 
tion; at least we have its w atchw ord, 
which is hygiene. 
For youth m eans 
beauty, and beauty means health, and 
die skillful beauty specialists accom­ 
plish all their successes by means of 
rational methods based on a careful 
study of the causes that may affect to 
its detriment, the health of the skin. 
In the dim back ages of the world of 
civilization beauty w as made a cult of 
the utm ost moment, but for many a 
century after the downfall of the Greek 
and Bornan em pires such m atters were 
allowed to languish. Not until the de­ 
clining years of the nineteenth century 
w as the subject reinstated as one of 
param ount interest.

On leaving her 
bed, which w as usually a t noon, she 
immediately w ent to her bath, w here 
she w as carefully rubbed w ith pumice 
stone. 
She then pu t herself in tile 
hands of tho cosmotes, a class of slaves 
w’ho possessed m any secrets for pre­ 
serving and beautifying the complex­ 
ion; therefore their functions were con­ 
sidered of th e greatest importance, es­ 
pecially as they claimed for their arts 
hygeian advantages. 
By the cosmotes her face w as th or­ 
oughly sponged w ith asses’ milk, then 
m assaged w ith various m ixtures corre­ 
sponding in intention to the “skin food” 
of these days; w ith ashes of snails and 
of large ants, bruised and burned in 
salt; w ith honey in which the bees had 
been smothered; w ith the fat of a pul­ 
let minted w ith onion—oh, shades of 
Araby! And, lastly, the fa t of a sw an 
w as vigorously applied, to w hich w as 
attributed th e property of removing 
wrinkles. Red spots were effaced w ith 
a piece of woolen cloth steeped in oil of 
roses, and freckles vjere treated with 
a scraping of sheepskin mixed w ith oil 
| of Corsica, to w hich w as added the 
powder of frankincense. 
Then appeared the second class of 
slaves, arm ed w ith pinchers and porcu­ 
pine quills. One of them extracted ev­ 
ery hair, however minute, from the 
face of her mistress, aud another clean­ 
ed the teeth with grated pumice stone, 
w ith marble dust and finally w ith a 
toothpick of porcupine quill. 
A third class of slaves, who wTere G re­ 
cian, colored eyebrows, ey« lashes and 
hair to the shade of “my lady’s” taste, 
lie r lips were treated with red pomade, 
but if chapped they were first rubbed 
w ith the inside of a sheepskin, then 
covered w ith the ashes of a burnt 
mouse mixed w ith fennel roots. 
T he last touches of the toilet were 
given by th e favorite attendant, the 
slave kept by every patrician Romuu 
w oman for th e sole purpose of apply­ 
ing fragrant unguents. 
Each part of 
the body had its own uuguent— the hair 
had sweet m arjoram , the neck and 
j knees wild Miyine, the arm s balsam, 
the cheeks and breast palm oil, the feet 
and legs saffron. 
Then a fter a final 
sprinkling of Indian perfum es on hair 
and dress the favored slave in order 
that the finished work might be appre- 
; elated handed to her mistress a mirror. 
It w as not of silver—those were so 
common they w ere used only by slaves— 
out a costly thing of gold, ornam ented 
with precious stones, held by a handle 
of mother of pearl, the mirror itself 
formed of a composite of several niet- 
] als so exquisitely polished as to be not 
Inferior to glass, which w as then un­ 
known. 
Ah. the modern husband may be con­ 
gratulated th a t his lines were not cast 
1 in the days of B rutus and Cato of 
Utica!—W ashington Star.

The 
bride is still outside the door, nor can 
she enter until she has placed two 
loaves of bread beneath her arm s ami 
taken a bottle of wine into her hands. 
W ith these emblems she at length 
crosses the threshold of her future 
home. 
At the first meal of the newly 
married pair bread and wine m ust be 
taken by both to denote that thence­ 
forward all they have shall be equally 
divided between them and that their 
married life shall be passed in unity 
and fidelity. 
A Russian wooing culminates in the 
betrothal feast, at which the bride elect 
in return for a long tress of hair which 
she has given to the bridegroom re­ 
ceives bread and salt aud an almond 
cake.
